A late use of this penny red on an 1879 cover? 


Chepstovv Postmarks (1879) 
A cover sent from Chepstow to Gloucester in January 1879, The cover is a printed envelope fram St. 
Pierre, Chepstow and has the Chepstow duplex “178” postmark and Chepstow circular postmark on a 
Queen Victorian rose (1858 -1364, 5G 16) one penny stamp, with coloured control letters in the stamp 
corners. On the reverse is a receiving mark from Gloucester station. 
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
